Pay, as well upon a miſtaken Repreſentation to 
the Honourable Houſe of Commons, in a Book com- 
municated to that Houle, that he was a Warrant Of- 
ficer (a Stile which was then diſagreeable to the Houle, 
whereas he had as ample a Commiſſion as any General 
or other Officer of the Marines had) as upon this 
Letter of the Law, which ſays, © That no Perſon ſhall 
have or receive Half-Pay, | except ſuch Perſons who 
did actual Service in ſome Regiment, Troop or 
Company.
